Part II. Catalog of the Coinage 


The following listing of the entire regular coinage of the 
United States of America is presented graphically in order to 
indicate some features of the coinage as a whole, not otherwise 
evident. Several features are obvious from the start: notice the 
main-stays of the coinage — the cent, half dollar and gold half 
eagle ($5); observe the rather limited number of denominations 
—a maximum of 10 in the years 1793 to 1848 and 1890 to 1970, 
with a great increase in the number of coin denominations and 
issues of similar value but of different metals in the years from 
1849 to 1889. 

Taking a look at the various denominations as they were 
issued, in relation to the other denominations of the period, will 
give a perspective to the coinage which many students of the 
United States coinage have not yet developed. 

The catalog treats each mint separately. A close comparison 
of the graphical presentation of each mint with the other mints 
will also reveal some interesting insights. 

Coin types are identified in the catalog. This provides a com- 
parison of the design changes put clearly in the perpective of 
time.

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BOOK REVIEWS 


HOSCH, CHARLES R. WORLD PROOF AND SPECIMEN ISSUES SINCE 1950. 1971. 
263 pages, valuations. Soft cover. $6.50 


Mr. Hosch has compiled an important book, one which will, 
by its appeal to all collectors of modern world coins, achieve a 
large distribution. This book presents precisely the kind of infor- 
mation which the collector needs. Listings are made by country 
and by date, giving description of each issue, either individual 
pieces or sets. The purpose of the issue is stated concisely, mint- 
age figures are given, and a complete description of each coin — 
obverse, reverse and edge design, diameter (or shape), weight, 
metallic content, designer and place of mintage. And each piece 
is identified by its Yeoman number. Even the issue price is stated 
in most cases. Appendices include a glossery of terms (including 
heraldic), issues not catalogued due to lack of available informa- 
tion, non-circulating legal tender coins, and a complete valuation 
guide. 


The more that one uses this book, the more he will appreciate 
the author’s precise style. Mr. Hosch is consistent and thorough 
in his descriptions, and he obviously has done his homework. 


The format is good, the typography adequate. There are no 
illustrations. Hopefully in future editions these may be added to 
improve an already outstanding handbook. I heartily recommend 
this book to anyone collecting in the field of modern proof and 
specimen coins.

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ARABIC COIN INSCRIPTIONS — 


The Positive and the Negative

Bill Holberton 


In this article we shall deal with the advantages of being able 
to read Arabic inscriptions on coins. That is, the advantage of 
being able to detect a rare coin labelled as a common coin and 
the advantage in being able to read Arabic when a coin is 
labelled rare and is common. That is what I call the positive and 
negative aspects of reading Arabic. The same would apply to 
any foreign language and numbering system. Another example 
would be the coinage of Nepal.

Illustrated above are two coins of the Ottoman Empire. One 
of them is rare and the other comparatively common. The great 
decision is to determine which is which. If you are not knowl- 
edgeable in this area these two coins may be considered as 
common or “junk.” Both of these coins are similar except for 
the Arabic script at the bottom. The difference is the place of 
mintage. One of the coins was minted in Tripoli and is rare. The 
other was minted in Constantinople and is relatively common. 
The difference between the coins is the mint name on the lower 
portion of the coin. Figure 1 is the common C onstantinople mint. 


The lower portion of the legend reads A “ST or 


ee 


“Constantinople.” Figure 2 is the rare coin of the Tripoli mint 


and the lower portion is inscribed PE pet ee 
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is “Tripoli of the West.”’ Both of these coins have the same regnal 
year on the reverse side, in this case year 1. And the obverse has 
the accession date of Abdul Hamid I, 1187 AH. Both were 
minted in 1773 A.D. 

Now, to illustrate the example of the positive aspects of read- 
ing Arabic, I was able to obtain the rare Tripoli coin as the 
common coin because that was what the dealer advertised it as.

The negative aspects of reading Arabic are illustrated in the 
following example. In this case the situation was reversed. The 
supposed rarity was actually a common coin but was represented 
as very rare. But again a basic knowledge of Arabic proved valu- 
able. The coin of the common mint Constantinople is illustrated 
in Figure 3 while the rare coin from the Tripoli mint is Figure 4. 
Note once again that the mint name is found on the lower ob- 
verse of the coins. The mint name in Figure 3 is “Islambul,” 
another name for Constantinople, written thus, Js SL | 


In Figure 4 the mint name is “Tripoli of the West,” written

The coin in Figure 4 is very rare and the mere suggestion 
that it was available from a dealer caused me to become quite 
excited about the prospects of having this coin in my collection. 
However, my hopes were dashed upon viewing the coin; my 
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expected Tripoli crown was only the common variety of the 
Constantinople mint! I am sure that the dealer, who represented 
the piece honestly but who could not read Arabic, was just as 
disappointed as I, and could only blame it on miscataloguing by 
one of his assistants. 

Had I not been able to read Arabic I may have overpaid and 
would have thought that my quest of this elusive coin was over. 
The negative aspects of reading Arabic are well represented here. 
In final summary, you might say it “pays” to read Arabic. 

The specifics on the coins are: Figure 1, zolota of Abdul 
Hamid I, struck in silver, weight 13.72 grams and diameter of 
36 mm. Figure 2, zolota of Abdul Hamid I, silver, weight 15.23 
grams and diameter of 34.5 mm. Figure 3, Yuzluk of Selim ITI, 
struck in 1788 A.D., silver, weight 31.8 grams, and diameter 44 
mm. The specifics of Figure 4 are unknown to me since I do not 
have this piece. A similar piece weighs 30.45 grams and is 43 mm 
in diameter. It is a yuzluk of Selim III struck in silver and dated 
1210:AH (1795 A.D.).

An alphabetically arranged monograph examining all the 
royal ladies of the Hellenistic and Roman world whose por- 
traits and names were preserved on coins of the period. 
Each entry is preceded by a short biographical note. L. S. 
Forrer, the son of the author, has provided a new preface to 
the book. 


FORRER, ROBERT. KELTISCHE NUMISMATIC. 1968-9. 2 Volumes, 373 and 245 
pages, 68 plates and 3 maps.

The most scientifically arranged work to appear on the 
coinage of the Celts. Volume I of this work is a reprint, of 
superlative quality, of the 1908 edition, but with marginal 
figures referring to the second volume. Volume 2 contains 
up-to-date additions and amendments to the first volume, 
by the most eminent scholars on the Celtic coinage. Indis- 
pensible to the student of the Celts. 


GRANT, MICHAEL. ROMAN HISTORY FROM COINS. Some uses of the Imperial

Soft covers. $1.65 


Rome used the Imperial currency to inform, direct, or de- 
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ceive public opinion. The results were startling, varied, and 
often beautiful.

A very readable book, invaluable to the beginner and the 
advanced collector. Covers the Ancient British coinage, 
Anglo-Saxon, Norman coins and later hammered and milled 
coins. Many maps and plates help to make this an impor- 
tant collector’s guide.
